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IN THE PADDOCK, 



have made the race so much more interest- 
ing.” 

Edward Corrigan, who won the first 
Derby run at Washington Park, in 1884, says 
he is over sixty years of age, and will take 
50 to 1 for $1,000 that he will win another be- 
fore he dies. His opinion of yesterday’s race 
was: “I had a good view of the race. I 

watched it from the timer’s stand. The win- 
ner is quite a racehorse. He led eiU the way, 
was nev’er troubled because no other horse 
got near enough to trouble him, and he 
won easily.” 

“Senator” Bell, John A. Drake’s colored 
commissioner, was grievously disappointed, 
but not discouraged, by the result of the 
Derby. Speaking of Savable, he feelingly 
remarked: "They beat him, but I think more 
of him than ever before. Folks said he 
couldn’t go a mile and a half, but I now know 
he can. The gap he closed in the last 
three-eighths shows he can.” 

John Rodegap, who trained Spokane, the 
Derby winner of 1899, was a fixture in the 
paddock. “It’s a good track, a fine day, the

THE CROWD AND THE RACE. 



The paddock was overcrowded. Sight- 
seers were numerous and obstructed the 
movements of horses and their attendants. 
Scores of persons who got into the paddock 
early had to remain there and did not wit- 
ness a race. Pat Dunne sent Gleissfull, the 
favorite, to the post in the first race, but 
did not even get a peek at the horse while 
the field was running. Glassfull was the 
hottest kind of a paddock tip. 

John W. Gates was a frequent visitor. He 
looks a picture of health, said he never be- 
fore felt better and had been greatly benefit- 
ed by nis trip abroad. He saw Rock Sand 
win the English Derby and lost ten pounds on 
Acefull, which carried the colors of Herman 
B. Duryea, one of the owners of Irish Lad. 
He had 10,000 francs on Quo Vadis, winner of 
the Grand Prix, in which Edmund Blanc’s 
colors were first, second and third. Quo 
Vadis won by a head with Caius one side 
and Vinicius on the other, so nearly even 
that spectators could not separate them. 
Before the Derby was run he had frequent 
conferences with John A. Drake, during 
which the latter was visibly under a nervous 
strain. Charlie Gates, quite jolly and ap- 
parently enjoying himself to the limit, was 
generally to be found in the company of 
his father. 

John Duffy, the St. Louis turfman, who 
will be 83 years old tomorrow, was warmly 
greeted by many acquaintances. Although 
his weight has never exceeded 156 pounds 
he has been noted for his wonderful grrip. 
Old as he is there are few men of any size 
that he cannot make yield in a gripping con- 
test. A mutual acquaintance said to Doc 
Streett yesterday: “Shake hands with Mr. 

Duffy.” Doc folded his arms and remarked: 
“I have.” 

James A. Murphy was a conspicuous figure 
in the paddock crowd. He backed Savable 
in the future betting and being an intimate 
of John A. Drake did not hesitate about 
telling that gentleman that he believed the 
substitution of Lester Reiff for Charley Gray 
was a mistake. He pleaded with Drake not 
to make the change, saying he failed to 
comprehend the wisdom of taking down a 
boy who has been winning with the colt 
and putting up a rider who had not been 
winning. In explaining his position he said: 
“Mind, I make no reflection on Lester Reiff 
as a rider nor any comparison of the merits 
of the two riders. I simply maintain that 
it is time enough to take down a boy when 
he rides a losing race.” He also tried to 
persuade the owner of Savable not to start 
High Chancellor, because the latter was not 
a Derby horse and might interfere with some 
of the starters and cause disqualification 
affecting both horses. 

John A. Drake appeared relieved after the 
Derby had been decided. Asked for an ex- 
pression about the event he said: “It was 



It was a monstrous, a magnificent, an 
overwhelming crowd that witnessed the de- 
cision of the sixteenth American Derby. It 
broke all local records, swept all precedents 
into obscurity. On any racetrack. If you 
know the capacity of the grandstand, you 
have a reliable unit by which to estimate 
attendance. The Washington Park grand- 
stand, seating and standing room, holds over 
25,000 people. By that standard 76,000 persons 
were in the Washington Park grounds yester- 
day. Possibly more, certainly not less. 
Packed in front of the grandstand and ex- 
tending down to the head of the stretch 
was a quarter of a mile of people. In the 
infield, in front of the club house and ex- 
tending down to the three-quarters post at 
the head of the stretch, and beyond, was 
another quarter of a mile of people. It was 
not a thin fringe in either case, but a big 
closely packed crowd extending far back on 
both sides of the track. The infield was a 
picture with its great mass of vehicies.’nSril- 
hant hued tents and great masses of varied 
color furnished by myriads of costly and 
beautiful costumes. The Club House, its 
verandas and grounds were thronged with 
all of wealth, beauty and fashion that Chi- 
cago can produce. Altogether the attend- 
ance was something that enforces on the 
Washington Park Club the absolute neces- 
sity of providing greater accommodations for 
American Derby days of the future. 

As to the running of the Derby, record 
breaking contest as it was, it can be truth- 
fully said that the chart published elsewhere 
.gives as accurate a description as will ever 
be published. From the time that Dick 
Dwyer dispatched the big field of nineteen 
on its momentous journey, it was a case of 
one flying colt out in front setting a heart- 
breaking pace and the others essaying as 
best they might to overhaul those space- 
devouring feet. It was The Picket at the 
stand. The Picket at the quarter. The Picket 
at the half. The Picket at the three-quarters 
and never once in that last tremendous rush 
down the long homestretch was it anything 
but that great hearted colt out by himself, 
hashing over the velvety track with remorse- 
less, unfaltering strides, the surest of sure 
winners, and in the fastest time ever re- 
corded in the history of the race. It was a 
singular feature that in the race he should 
duplicate his remarkable trial at Harlem a 
few days ago. Such a race is seldom won by 
a leader from start to finish and the fact 
that such was the case in 



WHAT THE JOCKEYS SAID, 



Jockey Helgesen, who rode The Picket, 
was full of confidence before the Derby that 
he would win, and remarked in the pad- 
dock to several of the jookeys who rode in 
the Derby: “I’ll walk in.” John A. Drake’s 

betting commissioner, “Senator,” who hap- 
pened to overhear the remark, hastily re- 
plied, “I’ll bet you $100 to $60 that you don’t 
beat Savable.” “No, I wont bet you, but 
mark my words, the trimming I’ll give Sav- 
able will be awful.” After the Derby had 
been run Helgesen happened to see “Sena- 
tor” in the paddock and saluted him with 
the remark, “I told you I would beat your 
bear.” 

Jockey Lester Reiff, w'ho rode Savable, 
stated after the race that aside from meet- 
ing with some sharp interference at the 
half-mile post, the horse had no mishaps 
and his defeat can be attributed to the fact

greatest crowd I ever saw at a racetrack, 
and I’m here to stay because I can’t get out 
and go anywhere else on the grounds,” was 
his introductory announcement. After the 
Derby had been run he said: “There is a 
horse that ran to his work right up to the 
notch. Some people say work is not 
worthy of consideration. I say it is. I 
want horses to work for me. When I have 
them fit and they can’t show good trials I 
know they are of no account.” 

It was paddock gossip that Joe Yeager had 
won largely on the Derby. He was said to 
have backed The Picket in the O’Leary and 



that he was simply not good enough to win. 

Jockey T. Knight, who rode Bernays, 
stated after the running of the Derby that 
he thought he had finished third with the 
best horse and that equally weighted with 
The Picket, Bernays would have proven an 
easy winner. “My mount had all the bad 
luck in the race and was repeatedly bumped 
and Interfered with and at the three-eighths 
post, when I thought I was to have clear 
sailing, some horse jumped on Bernays and 
neariy knocked him down. In spite of ail 
the bad luck, the horse finished with a great
